rigley Field’s outfield benches aren’t all installed and won’t be painted 
until later in the season, but when the Cubs face the Mets on Mon- 
day, May II, the bleachers will be open to fans for the first time this 
season— with some new additions. 



The Cubs have created two new standing- 
room sections in left field that they are calling 
“the well,” which sits just behind the ribbon 
video board on the left-field wall, and “the 
porch,” which is under the new video board in 
left-center, president of business operations 
Crane Kenney told the Tribune on Monday 
The right-field bleachers, slated to open 
June II, will have a porch area behind the 
benches. There also will be a new conces- 
sion area in center field called “the platform,” 
which will feature more concession options 
and wider walkways for fans to navigate. 

“If you think about the history of the 
bleachers and their importance to the char- 
acter of Wrigley Field, they’re important,” 


Kenney said. “I think there will be some new 
views from new spaces that were created for 
our groups. ... We’re going to have a great re- 
opening of a very important part of the ball- 
park.” 

One of the biggest problems the Cubs have 
encountered with the renovations is the noise 
from the video board. Because the sound sys- 
tem points in toward the bowl, Kenney said 
fans in left field shouldn’t have to worry about 
overwhelming sound. 

As for complaints from neighbors who say 
the board is too loud, the Cubs said they are 
working to remedy the problem. They are us- 
ing a temporary sound system for the board 
until installing a permanent system by 2017. 


“The neighbors have been working with us 
as far as the overall project, and there are the 
occasional hiccups,” said Carl Rice, vice pres- 
ident for ballpark operations. “{The sound 
system] doesn’t meet their expectations for 
how noise was going to be 
taken into the ballpark.” 

Said Kenney: “It’s on us to 
improve it. Beyond that, we 
know the construction ve- 
hicles are a nuisance, and the 
sooner we can get done, the 
better for us, too.” 

Even though all seats in 
the left-field bleachers will 
be open for business Mon- 
day, work on the project is 
ongoing. Sections will be 
marked off to keep fans out, 
and work will be taking place 
underneath the bleachers 
during games. Rice said the 
construction crew will do 


its best to minimize noise. All bleacher bath- 
rooms that were operational last season will 
be open Monday, Kenney said. 

The Cubs plan to have most work complete 
on the bleachers for this season by July ii and 
will mark the occasion with 
a concert from Fitz and the 
Tantrums. 

Kenney said the portable 
toilets the Cubs brought in 
have reduced the long lines 
fans encountered on open- 
ing night. Saturday’s crowd 
was the biggest since the 
opener, Kenney said, and 
fans reported no problems 
with restroom accommoda- 
tions. 

The Cubs hope the same 
is true Monday when, after 
delays and cold weather, the 
bleachers are finally open 
again.

Man busted for pretending 
to be cop at 14 charged again

Vincent Richardson, who made headlines 
when he passed himself off as a Chicago cop 
at 14, has once again been charged with imper- 
sonating an officer. 

Richardson, now 21, was arrested with an- 
other man Friday after police stopped their car 
while investigating a call of shots fired in the 
1200 block of West Marquette Road in Engle- 
wood, according to police. 

Richardson and Dantrell Moore, also 21, 
were wearing bulletproof vests and had a po- 
lice duty belt, a scanner, a BB gun and a stun 
gun, police said. 

Richardson, of the 1200 block of North 
Dearborn Street, was charged with a felony 
count of impersonating a police officer, police 
said. He was ordered held on $500,000 bail

over the weekend. 
His next court hear- 
ing is Tuesday Moore 
was also charged. 

In 2009, when 
Richardson was 14, he 
dressed as an officer 
and was allowed to 
go on patrol for more 
than five hours on the South Side. 

Richardson was arrested again on imper- 
sonation charges after he posed as a cop in July 
2013. He was sentenced to 18 months, accord- 
ing to court records. 

“I know what it’s like to be one of you,” 
Richardson told officers in 2013, according to 
police at the time. “I respect you because I did 
it for a day chasing and helping people. My in- 
tentions are never to hurt people, just to help.”

Suspect’s gun discharges 
during arrest in Baitimore 


Days after riots crippled Baltimore, tensions 
again escalated Monday after police said they 
arrested a man who appeared to be armed. The 
arrest drew a crowd of protesters who chanted, 
“Black community control the police!” 

Lt. Col. Melvin Russell said police pursued a 
man who was spotted on surveillance cameras 
and appeared to be armed with a handgun. Po- 
lice said the man was taken into custody after a 
brief chase, during which a gunshot was heard. 

Russell said that police never fired their 
weapons and that no one was shot. Police re- 
covered a handgun loaded vrith three rounds, 
one of which was spent. The suspect was not 
injured and did not want to go to a hospital, but 
was taken in an ambulance anyway, he said. 


Sen. Catherine Pugh, a Democrat whose 
district includes the area where the situation 
occurred, said she went to a hospital to check 
on the man. She said she asked him if he was 
OK, and he told her he was. 

“There were no visible injuries,” Pugh said, 
though she didn’t knowwhat happened to him. 
The man was visibly upset, but he was able to 
see his mother before he was released to police, 
who arrested him, Pugh said. The man was able 
to walk to a police van, where he was strapped 
in and taken to Central Booking, she said. 

The arrest happened in the same area where 
police first spotted Freddie Gray on April 12. He 
was arrested and fatally injured in police custody 
Six officers were charged Friday in Gray’s death.

Though the nose on the drink is smoky, it’s 
more sweet than spicy, like an old fashioned 
with a kick. The bourbon and housemade 
maple-soy sauce syrup add just enough sweet- 
ness to balance out the smoky Ancho Reyes, a 
sun dried chili liqueur produced in Puebla, and 
the herbal Cynar artichoke liqueur. The smoked 
olive is an added bonus. This one won’t appear 
on the menu until later this month, but it’s avail- 
able upon request.

Lost in all the noise about food and drinlc 
specials is the history of Cinco de Mayo, a 
day that doesn’t get the attention in Mexi- 
co (save for the area where the battle toolc 
place) that it does in Chicago and the rest 
of the United States, says Cesareo Moreno, 
chief curator at the National Museum of 
Mexican Art in Pilsen. 

May 5 marks the 1862 Battle of Puebla, 
when a small Mexican army beat back in- 
vading French troops. 

“It was an incredible battle that Mexico 
won, but they didn’t win the war,” at that 
time, Moreno said. 

Here are five things to know about Cinco 
de Mayo: 


I lt shouldn’t be mistaken for Mexico’s 
Independence Day-that’s Sept. 16. 

2 The battle came on the heels of then- 
President Benito Juarez’s decision to 
stop paying interest on money owed to 
France and other countries. So French troops 
moved in to take over the country, according 
to smithsonian.com. 


3 “It was a David vs. Goliath’’ battle, with 
4,000 Mexican soldiers battling with 
roughly 8,000 in the French army, says 
Raul Luna, outreach coordinator at Office of 
Latino Affairs at Chicago State University. 


4 Today the holiday is not really ob- 
served in Mexico. “In the United States, 
the Mexican-American community em- 
braced it and [in the U.S.] it became a point 
of pride,” Luna said, noting there are roughly 
1.6 million people who claim Mexican ances- 
try in the Chicago area. 


5 It’s not just the area where the battle 
was fought, it’s also where Chicago 
eatery Cemitas Puebla gets its name. 
Owner Tony Anteliz’s parents emigrated 
from Puebla: “There’s a lot of pride because 
the Mexican army was made up of a lot of 
indigenous warriors and Napoleon III was in 
charge of the French army,” he said. Anteliz’s 
sandwiches are a nod to Puebla’s street 
foods. Anteliz jokes: “Maybe Napolean was 
searching for some of that great food.”
